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CHARLES SOMMER 


1S FOUND GUILTY 
OF MANSLAUGHTER 


Professional Bondsman 
Gets Two Years for Kill- 
ing Ralph H. Miles Last 
May 27. 


A jury’s sealed verdict, opened 
in Circuit Judge Killoren’s court 
this morning, convicted Charles 
Sommer, professional bondsman 
and former hotel proprietor, of 
manslaughter and fixed his punish- 
ment at two years in the State 
penitentiary. 

Sommer, who is 38 \years old, 
shot hnd killed Ralph H; Miles, 34, 
a cashier of the Madison Kennel 
Club, in front of the Delmonte Ho- 
tel, 5630 Delmar boulevard, last 
May 27. The State attributed the 
killing to Sommer’s jealousy be- 
cause of Miles’ attentions to Mrs. 
Vera Fredericks, who had been 
associated with Sommer in the 
management of a Jefferson avenue 
hotel. Miles was not armed when 
he was killed, 

Sommer this afternoon made a 
motion for a new trial and was re- 
leased on $5000 bond pending a 
hearing. 

First Jury Disagreed. 

Sommer was tried twice for sec- 
ond-degree murder, the first jury 
failing to agree, last month, and 
the present jury finding him guilty 
of the lesser offense of man- 
slaughter. ‘The sealed verdict was 
reached at 11 o’clock last night, 
after five hours’ deliberation. The 
defendant did not indicate whether 
he would appeal. 

Mrs. Fredericks, who was sum- 
moned by the State at the first 
trial, but testified for the defense, 
did not appear at the second trial. 

Sommer’s Story. 

Sommer, a thick-set man, testi- 
fied he had made an appointment 
to meet Mrs. Fredericks in front 
of the Delmonte Hotel. She ap- 
proached in company with Miles. 
Sommer, who carried a revolver, 
said he had’ not expected Miles 
would be there. 

“Tl walked toward Mrs. Freder- 
icks,”” Sommer testified. “When I 
was 15 feet away, Miles came to- 
ward me, saying, ‘You dirty rat,’ 
and moved his hand Back like ne 
was going to draw a pistol. I fired 
two successful shots at him.” 

Sommer added thal several per- 
sons, including Mra Fredericks, 
had warned him tket Miles ° had 
threatened to “get” him. He de- 
nied that he had ever threatened to 
“get” Miles.

Police Lieuten- 
ant Johnson quoted Sommer as 
saying he had warned Miles to stay 
away from Mrs. Fredericks.

Room House at 3815

“A Deputy Sheriff is running a 
beer joint at 3815 West Pine boule- 
vard.” 

An anonymous letter to this ef- 
fect, received at Police Headquar- 
ters, prompted Inspector William 
Wilton and a squad of men to sur- 
round the 15-room residence at 
that address at 11:30 o’clock last 
night. 

The old “mansion” was brilliant- 


‘ly lighted. Sounds of revelry float- 


ed out on the spring air. Men and 
women were laughing and shouting 
and calling: “Give me another.” 

Not having a search warrant to 
enter the house, Inspector Walton 
relied on strategy. He waited 10 
minutes at a rear door until a man 
walked out, whereupon the In- 
spector and his men walked in 
through the open door. 

“There were nine men and five 
women on the first floor, all drink- 
ing home-brew out of quart cups,” 
Inspector Walton afterward relat- 
ed. “On the second floor we found 
nine gallon jugs and two quart bot- 
tles of whisky. and 909 quart bot- 
tles of beer and five crocks of bee> 
mash, 

“We broke up the party and ran 
the customers home.” 

The house,-according to the po- 
lice, is rented by Thomas R. Tuhill, 
43 years old, a Deputy under Sher- 
iff Anton Schuler. Police under- 
stand the rent is-about $150 a 
month. 

Deputy Sheriffs in St. Louis are 
not law enforcement officers, but 
process servers and court bailiffs. 
Tuhill is a process server. 

Tuhill was arrested, and the fol- 
lowing conversation ensued, ac- 
cording to Inspector Walton. 

Tuhill: This is my job, forget it. 

Walton: It’s my job if I do forget 
it.

Brings Forth Blossoms 


Beauties to Be Seen in

Ramble Through For- 


A few. \alluring days and, glori-, 
ously improvident, an early spring 
festoons the boughs, lays out-her 
treasures; on the greening grass, 
careless of the winds that still may 
shatter the yellow forsythia and the 
cold that) may lay waste the violets 
and claytonia. 

While the homo sap, especially 
the more deadly of the species, 
plumes and frets for the vanities 
of the Easter parade, spring al- 
ready has begun a processional 
quite as sightly but less proud. 
Where her blithe, unhurried foot 
has touched, the flowers’ bloom. 
In that unstudied perfection the 
scheming biped, full of intentions 
and shortcomings, well might: learn 
that the line about “the lilies of the 
field’”’ is not merely an éxcuse for 
spring fever. 

And another thing: A few hours’ 
observation in Forest .Park, on 
county highways and along the 
Meramec indicated that W. 8. Gil- 
bert could be mistaken. It’s 
evident that the flowers that bloom 
in the spring have plenty to do 
with the case, and more,than one 
case looked pretty serious. 

Early Blossoms. 

Those five warm days almost 
two weeks ago, with the return of 
seasonable weather again this 
week, have had strange effects. 
The exotics leaped into bloom at 
once, heedless of unpleasant 
days last week. ‘With them blos- 
somed the early native wild flow- 
ers in the county, but those in the 
parks and in some of the nearer 
suburbs were unaccountably tardy. 
Trees-reversed the order. In the 
parks they hastened into bud and 
some of.them into leaf, especially 
since Sunday, while branches in 
county woods remained black and 
barren, probably because the first 
trees to meet the spring are not so 
common on Missouri hillsides as 
the more steadfast oak and hick- 
ory. 

Already the blush of budding 
maples, the quickening boughs of 
other trees in 700 unnamed hues, 
here an oak clinging stubbornly 
to last year’s autumn. leaves, afar 
off the green spray.of a maple or a 
willow coming into leaf, there the 
a white birch 
near the lagoons and everywhere 
an emerald carpet of grass, are 
painting that infinitely varied 
panorama ‘ ‘at each April draws 
artists to Forest Park to work and 
laymen to loaf. 

At Shaw’s_ Garden. . 

At Shaw’s Garden, in all the 
parks and on a hundred St. Louis 
lawns blossoms the golden splen- 
dor of the forsythia, with tender

leaves, since Sunday, nearly as 
showy as its flowers, or the love- 
liness of the magnolia soulangeana. 


Memorial and the Municipal The- 
ater gleams the white magnolia 
stellata, seen against the purpling 
shadows from a, distance like the 
gleam of a sail over blue water. 
But the place to see the early ex- 
otics at their best is at Shaw's 
Garden, and there, beginning Sun- 
day, the season's finest from the 
§00-acre wild flower reservation at 
Gray’s Summit will be brought in 
weekly for display. 

At the left of the garden en- 
trance blooms the starry magnolia, 
and at the right are two magnifi- 
cent trees of the soulangeana. Near 
them are many bushes of fragrant 
honeysuckle. Across the plaza, 
southward, is the Cornelian cherry, 
a yellow dogwood, ‘from the Medi- 
terranean, and the brilliantly bud- 
ding red and albino redbuds of 
Missouri. Near the display house, 
where the flowers from Gray’s 
Summit will be shown, is a yellow 
spicewood, and above it towers the 
largest and finest of the magnolias, 


At Gray’s Summit and elsewhere 
along the Meramec last Sunday the 
gray catkins of the cottonwood, 


to show. Southern hillsides were 
dotted with the dainty white flow- 
ers of the bloodroot. The soft 
white cup of the hepatica strewed’ 
the highlands. The valleys avere 
starred with the claytonia or spring 
beauty, and the glades with the 
small white drabas. 


Violets Coming Up. 

Two kinds of violets, the com- 
mon blue and the pansy violet, 
which is less disposed to hang its 
head, could be found in 106 steps 
along the river bank, and not far 
away were a few sweet ewilliams. 
Along the foot of the bluffs the 
woods were ablaze with the yellow 
fire of spicewoods, and, at the 
crest, with the crimson of the re¢- 
buds, not. yet in flower but quite 
as vivid as though ‘they were. 

In Forest Park only a few buds 
of claytonia could be found. Leaves 
of the wild strawberries and of a 
few of the tardy flowers. how- 
ever, were showing. On the out- 
Skirts of the city an-~« occasional 
early fruit tree was coming into 
blossom. Soon the little vaileys of 
the park will be blue with: violets, 
starry with.spring beauties, bright 
with buttercups and dainty with 
the tiny, indefinitely azure bluets, 


which can g0 any violet one better 
for modesty.
